The lands here, as well as in other pare 
of Nerv · Holland that I have ſeen, are ſq fenced by a chain 


of ſand- hills towards the ſea, that there is no ſuch thing 


as diſcerning what lies beyond them; at high water 


the tides riſe ſo ſurpriſingly on 'this. coaſt; that the land 


appears very low; but, atlow water again, it appears 3 : 


of an indifferent height; but then the-ſhore is ſo rocky, 


that there is no ſuch thing as landing with a boat; but 


at high water a boat may very eaſily come in over all 


theſe rocks to the ſandy bay which {yrrounds this coalt, .. 


The land, for about g; or 600 yards from the ſea, is of 


a dryiſh ſandy 1 ſoil, with nothing but a few ſhrubs and 


buſhes, which, when I. was there, ſeemed to be in 
bloom, bearing flawers of ſeveral colours, ſuch as yel- 
low, blue, and white, of a very fragrant ſmell: And, 
8 to their fruit, they ſeem ta be a kind of peaſe or 
beans. Farther within laad, the coyntry ſeemed to be 
low and level, partly ſayannas, and partly wood-land: 
The former affords a coarſe kind of graſs, and the lat:

Of ſhell fiſh, e found 
here oyſters of the pearl Kind, and fit for eating; and 
wilks, muſcles, limpets, periwinkles, and many other 
ſorts : and I gathered ſome curious ſhells on the ſhore, 
The ſcurvy beginning to prevail amongſt my men, gave 
me great uneaſineſs; eſpecially, as I had reaſon to ap- 
prehend that the diſtemper would increaſe, rather than 
diminiſh, while I remained here, on account of the bad 
air, and brackiſh water; and therefore I frequently ſent 
aſhore to ſearch for freſn- water brooks, or to dig well, 
bur to no'purpoſe; Wherefore I determined to proceed 
in my voyage; and, if l met with no refreſhment elſe- 
where, to profecute my courſe to the Illand of Timor. 
I had ſpent about five weeks in ranging off and on 
the coaſt of New-Hollayd, in length of about goo 
leagues ; and had put in at three ſeyeral places to ſee 
what there might be thereabours worth diſcoyering, 
and, at the ſame time, to recruit my ſtock of freſn · Na. 
ter and proviſions, for the farther diſcoveries I purpoſe 
to attempt on the Terra Auſtralis, This large, and hither:

had been much greater gainers than we were; and I 
have great reaſon to believe, that we might, in that 
caſe, have made 200,000 pieces of eight, in read 
money, plate, and jewels; and yet the place had ne- 
yer been ſo poor for forty years paſt as at the time we 
took it, there having been a fire about a year and an 
half before, which had burnt down beſt part of the , 
town, and occaſioned a very. great expence in rebuild- 
ing jt. As it was, we thought ourlelves very happy; 

and all iwaginable care was taken, that every man 
concerned in thę expedition found his account in it; 

by which the expediency. of the articles before: men- 
tioned fully appeared; and aur people were ſo perfect- 
ly ſatisfied with the uſage they received on this oc 
ſion, that they expreſſed the greateſt alacrity in the ex- 
ecution ot every enterprize that was afterwards, under- 
taken, To ſay the truth, this is a matter of the utmoſt 
importance with privateers; for, if the men have the 
leaſt jcalouſy of their being ill treated, ſuch diſputes ö 
ariſe as do infinitely more miſchief than the value of 
what can be gotten by ſuch practices. But to proceed 
With our affairs: When May 2d came, which was the 
leſt day appointed to wait for the money, and no boat 
arriving, we began to be very uneaſy.

priſoners, their wearing-apparel ſo that we parted ve. 
ry good friends, They told us, that one Don Pedro 
Cienfuegos, whom we put aſhore at Puna, and who wa 
a man of great credit, had got together a conſiderable 
ſum of money, and deſigned to buy goods of us; for © 
which purpoſe he would be down 1n twelve hours 
time: But the majority of our officers would not be- 
lieve them; but, conceiving this to be a ſcheme. for 
detaining us till the French and Spaniſh fleet came, were 
in ſo much the greater hurry to get away. But, be. 
tore we proceed, let me give you 4 ſhort deſcription 
of the town of Guiaquil, as we found it.

There was little fiſh about the ſhores of this iſtand, and 
of the ſame forty mentioned at other places in theſe 
eas; but the plenty of turtle, at this time, ſupplied 

that defect: We, the, chief officers fed deliciouſly here, 
being ſcarce; ever without hares, turtle-duves, pigeons, 
and parrots of various ſizes and colours: Many had 
white, or red heads, with tufts of feathers on their 
4ouns. . We found good anchor - ground about this 
middle land, and gradual ſoundings, from twenty to 
four fathoms water, cloſe by the ſnore. Between this 

ind the leaſt ifland, it is about the ſame depth, where 
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ſhole off the'north-caſt point of the ſame, with another | 
at a great diſtance from that point of the leaſt iſland; 
but neither runs above half a mile from the fore. 
On the 1ſt of November we ſaw high - land, wich 
proved the point of California, or that head- land which 
the ſaiſors call Cape St. Lacaf.

According to our agreement, mine was to de 
the dutermoſt ſhip, the 'Ducheſs, in the middle, and 
the Marguis next the land; the neareſt ſhip to be'fix 
leagues at leaſt, and nine at moſt, from the ſhore ; the 
bark to ply to and fro, and carry advice from ſhip» 
ſhip : By this agreement, we could ſpread fiſteen 
leagues, and ſee ee, that might paſs ug in the 
day within twenty leagues of the ſhore; and, to pre- 
vent the ſhips paſling in the night, we were 10 ph 
to windward all day, and drive all night. On the 0 
af November we changed our ſituation,” and the Bu: 
ebeſs was next the ſhore, and the Marquis in the mid- 
dle. It gave us great ſatisfaction, to conſider, that in 
this very place, and about this very day, Sir Thomas 
Cavendiſt took the Manila ſhip: On the 16th, ve 
ſent the bark to look for water on the main; and next 
morning they returned, having ſeen wild Indians, who 
paddled to them on bark logs: They were fearful of 
coming near our people at firſt, but were ſoon prevailed

Till now, we thought 
the Spaniards had miſſionaries among theſe people; 
but they being quite naked, having no ſign of Eu- 
an commodities, nor the leaſt word of Spaniſb, we cot ed 
cluded they were quite ſavage.

The next remarkable thing in this voyage, is the

for the future; and this excellent management appear- 
ed particularly in the method taken of holding coun-

Before I take my leave of this ſubject, I cannot for- 
| bear putting the reader in mind of the great utility of 


Voyages to the South Seas; and obſerving, that, as 
theſe can never be undertaken but when we are at war 

with the $pamiards, ſo that opportunity ought never to 
be let lip; ſince, otherwiſe, we are in danger of loling 
all knowledge of that navigation, to which we have a 
right in common with the reſt of mankind; which, 
ſome time or other, may turn to the infinite advantage 

of the Britiſþ nation. The reader has ſeen what ſuc- 

ceſſion of adventurers there has been from the days of 
Queen Elizabeth to this time; all of whom have inti- 
mated the mighty advantages that might be expected 
from our endeavouring to fix in ſome part, rather than 
be continual wanderers in the South Seas. The grand 
objection has been, that it is very difficult to furniſh 
proviſions for ſo long an expedition, or to keep our 
ſhips ſufficiently manned, ſo as to be in a condition of 
kttling when they come thither. But, perhaps, we 


ought to inquire, whether theſe difficulties really ſpring 


from the deſign itſelf, or from our method of mana- 
ging it; for, undoubtedly, if there be not as much of 
prudence in the conduct of a public ſcheme, as is ge- 
nerally ſeen in the management of a private concern, 
ve may eaſily gueſs what will be the fate of it. The 
good ſenſe and great attention of the Briſtol merchants 
appear in the precautions they took for the right ma- 
nagement of this expedition, which effectually an- 
ſwered their intentions: And ſhall we be weak enough 
to believe, that a project, formed for the common be- 


nefit of the Britiſh nation, might not be as well regu- 


lated, and as ſucceſsfully executed, as one which tend -
